3. Should the Intervenors and Additional Applicants file documents of any
kind with the Commission in the course of these proceedings, they shall also serve a
copy of said documents on all other parties of record.

4. Intervenors and Additional Applicants shall appear at the hearing
scheduled for June 27, 2000 and be prepared to present testimony on the engineering
design, location, and construction of the proposed cell site, as well as the jurisdictional
safety issues relating to the cell site.

5. Intervenors and Additional Applicants shall comply with the procedural
Order of May 5, 2000 attached hereto.
